DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18, drawn to a projectile core, classified in class 102, subclass 502. 

II. Claims 19-21, drawn to a method of forming a projectile core, classified in class 
86, subclass 54. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as by the 
process of compression forming the core. 

3. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 
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(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 

divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse.

4. During a telephone conversation with Robert Ballarini on 6/16/09 a provisional election 
was made to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-18. Affirmation of this election must 
be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 19-21 are withdrawn from further 
consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign counlr> or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

1. Claims 1-7, 9-16 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Vasel et al. (US Patent # 6,543,365). Vasel et al. discloses a projectile core comprising a 
carrier and a colorant mixed and formed into a substantially firm predetermined core shape that 
is retained by the projectile core prior to impact of the projectile core upon a target. The 
projectile core has the ability to support a coating that conforms to the predetermined core shape. 
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(Figure 6B) The colorant is at least one of a pigment and a liquid dye (i.e. paint). At least a 
portion of the projectile core has the ability to disintegrate or disperse upon impact with a target 
(Figure 27). The carrier comprises a powder and wood (i.e. plant fiber/cellulosic material) 
(column 37, lines 24-28 and col. 38, line 31). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 8 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Vasel et 
al. as applied to claims 1,7, 10 and 16 above. Vasel et al. discloses the claimed invention except 
for the filler material expressly being rice straw. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utilize rice straw for the filler 
material, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a 
known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design 
choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416.
